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PAN-AMERICAN EXPOSITION NOTES. 


BANDS FOR PAN-AMERICAN. 


Their Blnslc Will Be a Great Feature 
of file Exposition at Buffalo. 

Arrangements have already been 
made for the appearance at the Pan- 
American Exposition of some of 'the 
most famous bands of the American 
Continent. Throughout the season, 
from May 1 to Nov, 1, concerts will be 
given dally in various parts of the Ex¬ 
position grounds by these bands, and 
* the variety of musical entertainment 
thus afforded will be a notable feature 
of the Exposition. Prominent among 
toe organizations engaged is Sousa’s 
Band, which is known wherever there 
are lovers of music and whose suc¬ 
cess in the rendition of military music 
has been remarkable, 

The most notable achievement in the 
history of international events was per¬ 
haps the triumphal tour made by Sou¬ 
sa and his hand through Europe, ex¬ 
tending from April to September, 1900. 
It was 22 years since an American 
band had been heard on the European 
Continent, and so emphatic was the 
success of the American conductor and 
composer that the tour became a series 
of ovations throughout Prance, Ger¬ 
many, Belgium and Holland. It was 
the official band at the Paris Exposi¬ 
tion. 

The Mexican Government Mounted 
Band has been engaged to give con¬ 
certs during the Exposition. 

Panciuilli’s Seventy-first Regiment 
Band of New York has been engaged 
for a series of concerts- during the sea¬ 
son. This band has also a great repu¬ 
tation for its rendition of military mu¬ 
sic, and it followed Sousa’s Band in the 
concerts at Manhattan Beach. 

Canada will be represented by sever¬ 
al bands, among them the famous Thir¬ 
teenth Regiment Band of Hamilton, 
which is the crack band music organi¬ 
zation of lower Canada. 

The Elgin Band of Elgin, Ills., which 
stands very high in that state, has also 
been engaged. 

Another well known band is the Car¬ 
lisle Indian Band, which made a great 
hit in Washington and New York City. 
rt.JV'hen the Ancient and Honorable Ar¬ 
tillery of Boston made their recent not¬ 
able tour in Europe, they were accom¬ 
panied by the Salem (Mass.) Cadet 
Band, which contributed much to the 
success of the tour. This band will al¬ 
so be heard at the Pan-American Expo¬ 
sition. 

The Brooks Chicago Marine Band. E. 
B. Brooks conductor, which is consid¬ 
ered by many the best in Chicago, will 
be heard. 

Another band engaged Is the Ithaca 
Band of Ithaca, N. Y., which is backed

men of that section.. It bus achieved a 
great reputation in the central part of 
New York State. 

The ..Boston Ladies’ Military Band, 
which has been before the public for 
two or three years and made a pro¬ 
nounced success, has been engaged. It 
Is spoken of highly by musical people 
in Boston. 

Besides these bands from other por¬ 
tions of the United States, the best 
bands of Buffalo have been engaged 
for the Exposition, including the well 
known Seventy-fourth Regiment Band 
and the Sixty-fifth * Regiment Band, 
which saw service at damp Alger dur¬ 
ing the Spanish-American war. 

Another band of Buffalo is Scinfa’s 
Band, a strong organization. . 

These local bands have been strength¬ 
ened to the number of 33 men each, 
and the leaders claim to have put them 
iu a very fine condition, so that Buffalo 
need not be ashamed of the perform¬ 
ances they will give during tije prog¬ 
ress of the great Exposition.

Mann’s Mill.at .West Paris.'Wrecked 
—Herbert Emmons Fatally 
Injured. 

The village of West Paris was 
startled about three minutes after 
T o , 0loqk i y Thursday morning by 
the explosion of the large boiler in 
the wood working mill of Lewis M 
Mann. * ' 

The engineer, Herbert Emmons, 
was covered up in the* wreckage 
and when he was found he wks 
thought to be d 6 ad, but though 
terribly injured he lived about two 
hours. He appeared, to suffer se¬ 
verely, but recognized nobody, and 
it is doubtful if he realized his suf. 
firings. He was about forty years 
of age, and leaves a widow and 
children. ‘ « _ 

There were fifteen or twenty em 
ployes in the factory at the time, 
and it isa remarkable thing that 
none of them were seriously injur¬ 
ed.’ One boy named, Hammond, 
who was in the basement of the 
mill, waS entirely covered with 
wreckage, but was able to dig him¬ 
self out, and was only slightly 
hurt. 

The boiler house which was a 
small building attached to the 
main factory, was entirely demol 
Ished. The main, budding, which 
was a two-story ’ structure 30x70 
feet, was badly strained and spread 
and is practically ruined. The 
machinery is more or less damag¬ 
ed; 

The cause of the explosion is as 
yet entirely unexplained. It was 
a 50-horse power boiler, 52 inch, 
14-foot tube, and had been in use 
twelve years. It was insured with 
the Fidelity and Casualty Co., and 
the company’s inspector had made 
his annual, inspection of it, only 
Tuesday evening, less than forty- 
eignt hours before the explosion. 
The inspector .examined the boiler 
thoroughly, inside and out, and 
pronounced it in first-class condi¬ 
tion. ;Y.'. 

As to.the condition of the„boiler, 
as regards steam and water, at 
the time, of the explosion,- the en¬ 
gineer was of .course unable to 
make auy statement, but one of 
the other employes left the engine 
room not more than two or three 
minutes before the explosion, and 
his attention was called to the 
matter. Emmons remarked to 
him', “She’s steaming hard this 
morning,” and. he thereupon look¬ 
ed at the boiler. The steam guage 
registered seventy-five pounds, 
and there-was two-thirds of a glass 
of water. As the ordinary work¬ 
ing pressure was ninety to one 
hundred pounds, it would seem 
that it was not high steam pres¬ 
sure or low water that caused the 
disaster. 

Mr.- Mann’s boiler insurance 
will cover quite a portion of the 
damage to property. 

It is understood that the insur¬ 
ance was $10,000—$5,000 on the 
property and $5,000 on the opera¬ 
tives.—Democrat.

Her husband has lost a 
kind and affectionate wife, and her 
son and daughter, a loving mother. 
She will be remembered by many 
as an estimable and lohg to be re¬ 
membered friend. *■
